I he chairman of the Soviet delegation is Vasili \ 
k u/netsofl, head of tile All Union ( entral ( on iic ti of the 
Russian I radr unions. 
In an interview-at Washington, Mi Ku/netsofl spoke 
of the “dem ocracy” of the labor movement in Russia, and 
invited the CIO to send delegates to see si in operation. 
His description of conditions was so much at vari 
ante with that of most other observers that one is templed 
to wonder whether his considerable distance I rom Most ow 
bad not lent some enchantment to the view. 
According to him, membership in tin* unions is vol 
untary, dues are voluntary, and officers are elected on a 
straight democratic basts. 
I his is completely different from the findings of the 
V I . of L., which after studying tile matter reported thai 
lie Soviet unions arc creatures of tile* state, Mr. Ku/nefs 
iff declared that 
s i b Ii a view was erroneous, “ made by 
*nemies of the labor movement. 
His deception was quite contradictory also to that 
of an economist of standing, writing in a re< < ut issue of 
die Saturday Evening Rost. 
I his article, although somewhat rose tinted with r e 
gard to certain disputed trends iii Russia, depicted ti ie 
unions as the principal “ policemen” for the state over the 
working men and women. 
More* feared than punishment by tile* state, according 
o tins view, was punishment by the union— loss of privi 
leges, loss of standing, and other penalties. 
Ibis hardly sounds like* voluntary participation in 
union affairs, nor does it back up the idea that the mein 
bership bad a free* hand in selecting its officials or detei 
mining their policy. 
Min Ii of the Rost article was a description of trends 
quite contrary to those usually taken as union obje< lives 
— an intensive “speed-up” encouraged by bonuses, prizes 
and rationing concessions; drastic weeding out of shirk 
ers; severe punishment of slowdowns; tin* elimination of 
superfluous employes, and oilier such practices ordinarily 
condemned by labor spokesmen as “exploitation by 
capitalism.”

I he Russian labor leader painted a picture of (lie in 
dustrial reconversion in bis native* land which also will be 
disturbing to those who see American reconversion tgain 
grinding to a halt— this time due to O RA s stubborn re 
fusal to grant a realistic pri< ing program on c ivilian goods
